INFERENCES 


One of the most significant features that emerged from 
impressions of the Thirteenth Annual Manitoba Musical Competi¬ 
tion Festival last May, was the spirit, the higher mental attitude, 
of both competitors and audience. 

To close observers there came many real thrills throughout 
the Festival as they sensed, in the audience, a discriminating 
responsiveness to the performances of the competitors, that, to a 
greater extent than at any previous Festival, endorsed—in 
advance—the subsequent decisions of the adjudicators. The 
audience had traveled a long way towards a fuller understanding 
of the language and meaning of good music. 

Competitors also seemed to appreciate this kindly “expert¬ 
ness” on the part of the audience. They seemed to realize that 
their work was being taken seriously and intelligently, and that 
the audience, as well as the adjudicator, was to be trusted. There 
was now no point in the sympathy of friends who would consol¬ 
ingly disagree with the decisions of the adjudicator. The umpire 
was right, not because he was the umpire, but because they, and 
the audience, KNEW he was right. And they liked it ! 

It was competition in its purest and highest form, competitors 
“pacing one another on the road to excellence,” spurred on by the 
encouragement of an expert audience. 

It is not to be assumed, however, that the summit has been 
reached; there are still heights to be scaled. All have not caught 
the flame, and. some classes or groups of classes are allowing the 
pacemakers to get too far in front. 

A high general average of performance, rather than a few 
outstanding individual performances, is the acid test of the effec¬ 
tiveness of any Festival, and the presence of any class, or group of 
classes, that measures noticeably below the general average, calls 
for remedial action. 

In a comprehensive Festival, such as is held in Winnipeg, 
adjudicators and audience may justifiably infer that the average 
standard of performance by such a large number of competitors 
is indicative of a high general standard of music in the 
community. 

When, therefore, there is a high average standard in any 
class or group of classes, a deduction on this basis is very 
gratifying to our civic self-respect, besides reflecting great credit 
on performers and those responsible for their training. It also 
has a favorable effect on the status accorded to the city by others, 
hy reason of the reputation for artistic endeavor thereby earned. 
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On the other hand, a standard of performance in any 
important class, or group of classes, lower than should be 
reasonably expected, is apt to create an adverse impression of the 
general standard of performance in the community of the type of 
music involved. 

Worst of all is the depreciating effect on the attitude of our 
own public towards this class of music. It is futile and in 
questionable taste to suggest that the competitors do not repre¬ 
sent the resources of the community. The public do not concede 
the right of one class any more than another to claim this 
limitation. If the competitors in those classes in which the 
standard is high are not representative, they say, so much the 
worse for those classes in which the standard is low. If there 
are none to make the pace, the pace will suffer. 

Winnipeg audiences do recognize the real thing when they 
hear it, and will discriminate. 

There is a story told of a wealthy man who was advised by 
his doctor to take up golf. At one of the leading stores he bought 
a full set of the most expensive clubs, bag included. A friend 
introduced him to the professional of a leading Golf Club with a 
view to lessons. The “pro” after a few preliminary remarks, 
looked at the gorgeous bag of clubs, took out each club singly, 
tested its balance and swing, and handed the lot back with the 
remark “The brassy’s the worst!” 

The spirit of the Festival should inspire every eligible 
musician for the sake of his art. his fellow musicians, and himself, 
to get into the race on the road to excellence, and to set as hot a 
pace as he knows how. 

There is no room for complacency.

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GENERAL RULES 


Working Management 

1. The Competitions shall be under the working management of the 
Syllabus and Programme Committee, which is hereafter called “The Committee.” 

Any question not dealt with in these rules shall be referred to the Com¬ 
mittee, whose decisions on such matters shall be final and binding on all 
concerned. 

Eligibility—Definitions 

2. All Competitions, unless otherwise stated, shall be open to amateurs 

only. 

• For the purpose of these Competitions an amateur shall be defined as 
follows:—Any person whose principal means of livelihood is not obtained from 
the profession or practice of music, even if he or she from time to time 
accepts remuneration for musical services rendered. 

Members of Choral Societies, Choirs, Orchestras, and Bands may be 
professionals provided they comply with the terms of Rule 4. 

3. All Competitions, unless otherwise stated, shall be open to any com¬ 
petitor without regard to residence or domicile, 

4. Competitors in Choral Societies, Choirs, Orchestras, and Bands must 
be bona-fide members of their respective organizations. 

A list of such members must be filed with the Secretary along with the 
entry form. 

5. Conductors may be either professional or amateur. Conductors may 
conduct any number of organizations in the same class or otherwise, but must 
not sing with their Choral Society, or Choir, nor play with their Orchestra or 
Band. 

6. In Choral Classes the minimum number of voices required to compete 
is 16, unless otherwise stated. 

7. Where corresponding Classes are provided for Grades A, B, C, etc., 
Competitors must elect which class to enter, and they shall not be eligible 
to compete in any of the others. 

This applies to classes of the same description. 

8. Where provision is made for Senior, Intermediate, Junior, Elementary 
and Preparatory Classes, competitors must elect which class to enter, subject 
to age limits where specified and they shall not be eligible to compete in any 
of the others. 

This applies only to classes of the same description. 

9. Where no age limit is specified, first prize winners in Intermediate, 
Junior, Elementary, or Preparatory Classes shall not be eligible to compete 
in the same class in subsequent Festivals. 

10. Competitors who obtain first .prize in the same class in three consecu¬ 
tive Festivals shall not be eligible to compete in the Festival following, but 
shall be eligible to compete in the next Festival but one. 

This restriction does not apply to Children’s Classes. 

11. No individual shall be allowed to compete in more than one entry in 
each Class. This does not apply to the Classes provided for Original Com¬ 
positions. 
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GENERAL RULES—Continued 

Test Pieces 

12. Where specified. Test Pieces must be performed in the prescribed key; 
transpositions are permissible in Choral and Vocal Classes where the key is 
not prescribed. 

Where a specified edition of a Test Piece is indicated in th6 
Syllabus, a copy thereof will be furnished to the adjudicator and competitors 
should not use any other edition. 

Choral and Vocal numbers must be sung in English unless otherwise 
specified. 

13. In those Classes in which one of the Test Pieces is a number of the 
competitor’s own choosing, the competitor must furnish a copy of the music 
for the use of the Adjudicators, as will be specified in the Official Syllabus 
or Official Programme, and failure to comply with this provision shall render 
the competitor liable to disqualification. 

: 

Entries 

14. Copies of the Official Syllabus and Entry Forms may be had from the 
Secretary. 

16. All entries must be made on the form supplied, must be properly 
signed by the competitor, and sent to the Secretary, accompanied by the 
regulation fee. 

Any qualified official of an organization may sign the form on behalf 
thereof. 

16. The Committee shall fix the date by which entries should be made; any 
entries received after such date shall be liable to be refused. 

The Committee reserves the right to refuse any entry for any other 
reason. 

Programme Procedure 

17. Immediately after the date fixed by the Committee by which entries 
should be received, the Committee shall decide the order in which the classes 
will be taken, and ballot for the order of competing. 

The Committee reserves the right to alter the order, if necessary, to suit 
competitors from a distance. 

18. A Preliminary Test may be held in any class at the discretion of the 
Committee. 

In such cases two or more competitors shall be selected by the Adjudicator 
to perform in a Final Test. 

The marks gained in the Preliminary Test shall be added to those gained 
in the Final Test, and the awards shall be in accordance with the gross totals. 

19. The Committee may withdraw any Competition if it considers the 
number of entries insufficient. 

20. In the event of entries being numerous, the Committee reserves the 
right to appoint additional Adjudicators. 

21. A Competitor’s Ticket will be forwarded to each competitor, a separate 
ticket being supplied for each day on which competitor is competing. Thle 
ticket must be shown on demand by a steward. 

22. The time of each Competition, and the order of competing, will be 
shown in the Official Programme, which will be on sale at the leading muslo 
stores in Winnipeg at the price fixed by the Committee a few days prior to 
the opening date of the Festival. 

The Committee reserves the right to disqualify any competitor who is not 
ready to compete when called by the Platform Marshall.

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GENERAL RULES—Continued 


23. An Official Accompanist -will be appointed, but competitors may pro¬ 
vide their own if they so desire. 

24. No performance shall commence until the signal Is given by the Plat¬ 
form Marshall, who shall obtain silence in the hall after being notified that 
the Adjudicator is ready to proceed. 

25. Competitors will be designated to the Adjudicator by number only. 

26. The Chord may be given on the piano at the commencement of each 
piece of unaccompanied music. 

In Junior, Elementary, or Grade B String Classes Competitors may have 
their instruments tuned by a teacher or other person. 

Admission of Competitors and Public 

27. The general admission of Competitors to the hall or halls In which the 
Competitions are being held will be governed by circumstances, and such regu¬ 
lations as may be found advisable shall be made by the Halls, Tickets and 
Advertising Committee at the time of the Festival. 

28. The Competitions shall be open to the public on payment of the price 
of admission fixed by the Halls, Tickets and Advertising Committee. 

29. Competitors, in moving about the hall, must do so quietly, and must 
refrain from conversation during the progress of any performance. 

Awards and Prizes 

30. A Transcript of the Adjudicator’s report will be mailed to competitors 
on payment of a fee of 50 cents for each copy. 

31. Second prizes will not be awarded except in Solo Classes in which at 
least five competitors appear, and in all Intermediate, Junior, Elementary and 
Preparatory Classes, but a single entry will take a first prize unless In the 
opinion of the Adjudicator, the competitor does not show sufficient merit. In 
which case the Prizes Committee reserves the right to withhold such prize. 

Seventy-five per cent, of the possible marks shall be necessary to obtain 
a prize award. 

32. The prizes will be presented to the respective winners at the close of 
the Festival; In all matters connected with the prizes the decision of the Prizes 
Committee shall be final. 

33. In those Classes in which Shields or Trophies are awarded, these shall 
be held by the winners until one month before the next Festival, and not longer 
than twelve months in all, upon the Prizes Committee receiving satisfactory 
assurance as to safe custody, insurance and return to the Secretary. 

Final Concert 

34. All First Prize winners are liable to be called upon to perform at a 
Final Evening Concert, and must be prepared to appear If required by the 
Committee.
